Patuas of Dhenkanal and Hindol— 7 

In ‘Dhenkanal and Hindol a tribe of aboriginal 
people known as Patuas lived in the most prim*tive way. 
They did rot know the usc of cloth and remained in 
nude state, The Raja of Dhenkanal offered them clothes 
worth four or five hundred rupees He also made an 
attempt to edncate them. Gradually the Patuas of 
Dhenkanal learnt to usc clothes and evinced” interest in the 
attempt to educate them. The patuas of Hindol who first 
showed signs of liesitation to leave their time-old custom 
were ultimately persuaded to follow their brethren in 
Dhenkanal mainly through the efforts of Sri Harekrishna 
Das, the Assistant Superintendent of Hindol. (p. 25) 


Mathas in Orissa 

About the year 1869, a Committee was set up to 
enquire into the mismanagement of the Hindu Endowment 
institutions or Mathas in Orissa The Committee submitted 
their report to the Government of Bengal and recommended 
necessary legislation for proper management of the Maths. 
Accordingly the Government of Bengal requested the 
Central Government of India on the subject. No action 
had been taken inthe matter till the year 1871 (p.133-34)

Mr. Ravensltaw, the Commissioner of Orissa who attended 
it, pointcd out the advantages of the proposed amalgamation, 
But as the other two societies did not agrce to the proposal,

There was an association at Cuttack called ,the 
‘““Youngmen’s Association’. The members used to meet 
once a week for discussion on a topic fixcd for the week..

Sports and Entertainments 


The citizens of Cuttack were entertained by a 
wrestling competition between two wrestlers held in the 
compound of Babu Golok Chandra Bose. The wrestler

A party of Muslim wrestlers from Mysore visited 
Cuttack. Wrestling took place in the compound of Sri 
Baidyanath Pandit.

Health and sanitation 


The improvement of sanitary condition of the Puri 
town attracted fka-attention of the Government most in as 
much as the town was always crowded with pilgrims from 
different parts of India, Government levied a tax on the 
Lodging Houses at Puri with a view to utilise the 
income from that source for the improvement of sanitation

Commissioner of Orissa requested the Government 
to sanction a grant of Rs, 10,000 for improvement of 
sanitation of the Puri town and proposed to spend Rs, 300 
‘on pay of Doctors and clerks. But the scheme was not 
sanctioned. (P. 99) 


Fever broke out in an epidemic form in the Puri 
town, The members of the Puri Society, like, Mahanta 
Narayan Das, Sri Annada Prasad Ghose, Pandit Harihar 
Das, etc. distributed quinine and other medicine among 
the people. I (P. 128) 


Appointment of a separate Doctor in connection with 
the irrigation works was sanctioned by the Government 
on the recommendations of the Civil Surgeon, Cuttack,

Religious festival— y 

Owing to very high rent of lodging houses, a large 
number of poor pilgrims who had come to Puri to witness 
the car festival took shelter on sides of the Badadanda, 
The plight was pitiable when ijt rained. They found no 
shelter to protect themselves against the rain. 


The “Balijatra festival’’ was held 2s Usual, in a 
spacious open ground by the side of the river-Mahanadi. 
But special feature of the festival during the year was that 
a rival Balijatra was held by some people on the Kathjori

Religious preceptors and their activities— 


(}}—A monk, living on fruits, was residing in the jungles 
of ex-state areas in Orissa.” More than a thousand 
.peogle had become his disciples. He was persuading 
‘them t6 leave the world and lead the life of a Sannyasi. 
About three hundred of his disciples had alrcady 
become Sannyasis. The - Editor of Utkal Dipika 
commented on the seriousness of the situation and urged 
steps for prevention of persons leaving their families 
under the persuasion of this preceptor. (p. 132) 

(ii) A man in Khurda area poscd himself as “Lord 
Jagannath.”’ Thousands of people belicved in it and 
thought him to be a “God”. Even people did not 
hesitate to take his offal and thought it to be 
“Mahaprasad.’”’ He also went into the forest with 
beautiful grown up girls for ‘Rasakrida’, He was also 
writing books predicting events to come. He prophesied 
the end of British rule in near future. When the 
Government Servants came to know this matter, they 
arrestcd him and sent him to the Court of Puri 
Magistrate for trial. 


Some Muslims were wandering through the 
Cuttack town with swords, spears and Baja. Suddenly, 
a quarrel arqse between the police and the Muslims. 
The police seized their lathies on which the muslims 
got angry and threw stones and bricks towards the 
police that hurt three police men and one-rayat. 


Jagannath Temple —effect of lightening on 
The Jagannath temple was struck with lightening 
in the mid-night of 12th September, 1871, Two or three 
people temporarily beeame seseless duc to effect of the light- 
ening.

Collection of water tax ~ 

The Editor of the Utkal Dipika pointed out some 
irregularities in the collection of water tax. This came to 
the notice of the Canal Revenue Superintendent who took 
immediate steps for rectifying the irregularity. (P. 45) 


Canal and Irrigation Department, Comment on the Working of— 

People grumbled about the working of the Canal 
and Irrigation Department, Kalipada Bondopadhyay had 
issued some questionnaire to the public to elicit their 
opinion, A meeting of the Cuttack Society was convened in 
May 1871. The meeting was attended by Mr, Ravenshaw 
and other English officers of Cuttack. Babu Kalipada 
Bondopadhsay informed the members of the public 
opinion on the working of the Canal and Irrigation 
Department. He himself opined that the canal should be 
_ widened at each lock gate to form tank for fish breeding. 
Cotton cultivation on two sides of the canal should be 
attempted. Collection of canal revenue should be 
systematised in order that the people may not be victimised 
in any way. The Collectors should be deprived of the 
power of trial of cases arising out of revenue collection. 
The power of trying such cases should be vested in the 
police. Othe seémbers also spoke on the subject. Finally 
Mr. Karkud gave a lecturc on the working of Canal and 
Irrigation Department and steps to be taken to improve it 
for the benefit of the people. (pp. 70-71)

Rules regurding appointment, promotion, etc., of police Personnel. 


The Government of Bengal made the the following 
rules for the appointment and promotion of Police 
employees. 


The Police Superintendent could appoint or promote 
persons in the ranks of constables or head const&dles. But 
the District Magistrate could modify it. 


The Police Superintendent could select candidates 
for the posts of Sub-Inspector with the consent of the District 
Magistrate, °

dent would Select candidates and submit the list to the 
Magistrate for approval.

The Commissioner would forward 
“the Hist with lis comments to the Inspector General who 
would appoint the candidates thus selected. But if he 
differed from the Commissioner, he would submit the papers-

Head constable or any police employee of a lower 
rank vould be suspended or dismissed by ‘the: Police 
Superintepdent. But the Magistrate could alter the deci- 
sion of the Police Superintendent. 


For dismissal of a police employee of the rank of 
head constable or of a lower rank’the consert of the Magi- 
strate was necessary. For dismissal of employees of higher 
rank, approval of the Magistrate and the Inspector General 
of Police was necessary. Ther8 was no appeal against 
this decision. But in case of extréme hardship or injustice 
the Commissioner or Inspector General of Police could 
submit the case to the Government for their decision 


Magistrates of all ranks were required to bring to 
the notice of the District Magistrate any matter relating to 
the conduct of police officers in cases tried by them for 
necessary punishment or reward of the concerned officers. 


The Superintendent was to execute the orders of 
punishment passed against the police employees. In cases 
of non-execution of orders he was to submit explanation for 
such action to the Magistrate or Commissioner. But if his 
explanation was not accepted by them, the Superintendent 
was bound to execute the order. 

While recommending cases for promotion the 
Superintendent was to keep in view the character roll of the 
concerned employees. In case of injustice thé Magistrate 
could promote the deserving candidate. In cases of. 
difference of opinion between the Magistrate and the Police 
Superintendent, the Commissioner was to make final 
decision.

Rules for improvement of Sanitation in Puri 


The Government of Bengal framed new rules and 
regulations fur improyement of health and Sanitation in 
Puri in the year 1871. Those rules were implemented in 
the year 1872. The rules were enforced within a radius 
of 5 miles from the temple of Jagannath. 


| Under the new scheme a Committee was constituted 
consisting of threé Government employees and three 
non-official members appointed by the Magistrate to advise 
and assist the Magistrate and the Health Officers in 
implementing the scheme. The Magistrate and the Health 
Officer were the President and Secretary respectively of the 
Committee. 


According to these rules the annual budget in 
respect of Health services is to be prepared by the 
Committee, subject to the approval of the Government. 


People taking dirty and rotten food are to be 
fined Rs.5/-. Scavengers, appointed in the town are to be 
enlisted by the Committee, and if any dirt or filth would 
be found in any part of the town, the concerned scavenger 
would be fined Re.1l-00. There should be no lavatory or 
public latrine within 10 ft. from any road in the town, 


Bullock carts and draught animals are to be kept 
in wayside places, but are not to be kept near public 
thoroughfares for more than 24 hours. The owners violating 
the rules are to be penalised. The Magistrate could allow 
persons to. bathe in the tanks with the consent of the

` ' Flue Epidemic: 


Flue broke out in Balasore District in an epidemic 
form. Many people were affected by this new disease. 
Gradually it spread to Cuttack and Puri. (pp. 131-32) 
40 persons of Andiagram in the Kotdes pergana and 
12 persons in Nimapara died of flue — (p. 144) 


Flue in epidemic form became widespread in 
Orissa. People attacked by this disease, generally suffered 
from high fever for the first two or three days and became 
unconscious. On account of the drowsiness caused by the 
disease’ it was popularly termed as “Sleeping disease” 
( ଘୃଣା ରର୍ଗ ). Generally, weak children were victims of 
this disease.

Arrangements for holding a Darbar at Cuttack on 
the occasion of the first visit of the Governor General to 
Orissa were in full swing.: A long pandal Was constructed 
in the Killapadia, The Commissioner of Orissa invited 
the prominent Zamidars, Chiefs of the feudatory States and 
distinguished persons to attend the Darbar. The Chiefs of 
the feudatory States were requested to subscribe to the fund 
for the celebration of the Darbar. While the preparations for 
the celebration of the Darbar were in final stage the shocking 
news of the Governor General’s murder came like a bolt 
from the blue. (p. 28) 


Anthropological Notes 


In connection with the collection of abwabs or illegal 
taxes by Zamindars the Editor of Utkal Dipika gave an 
illustration relating to payment of Bahachina, (a present on 
the occassion of a marriage to Zamindars by raiyats. Accor- 
ding to the Editor, people of Orissa were devided into three 
main social divisions. 


{1) Khosabas :-— The Karans, Khandoyats, Rajaputs, 
Khatriyas, Bengalees, etc. were included in this 
Division. 

(2) Patakee :—Oilman. Confectioner, Carpenter, Blacks- 


mith, Washerman, Barber, Weaver, etc. came under 
the second category. 


(3) Achhaba jati (Sheduled Caste or untonchables) ;— 
The Pans, Kandaras, Gokhas, Kauras etc, belonged 
to the third category. 


The Brahmins and Baishnabas were recorded as 
higher castes and so they did not come under any of these 
categories.

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‘The social origanisation of the first category of - 
people was not rigid, For any act infringing social rules the 
guilty Was awarded light punishments by the social court. 


But in case of the second category of people the 
caste restrictions were extremely rigid. For any action in 
violation of social restriction, ex-communication was often 
the award. Tho offender had te spend a Pot before he was 
reinstated in the Society? Sometimes the Zamindar mediated 
and he decided such cases.

Jail. 


In the year 1872, the Government of Bengal framed 
new rules and regulations meant to be enforced in jails. 
According to the regulations, the Jabour of the prisoners 
was classified as follows, 


1, Penal 
2. Hard labour 
3, Simple labour 


(1) Penals— ‘To run machineries by leg, breaking stones, 
preparing mortars, grinding wheat etc, were included in 
the first category. Prisoners sentenced to one year were 
to do that type of work for six months. 


(2) Hard labour:— All Carpenter's job, smith’s work and 
weaving of hilankets and cloths were included in the 
second category. Prisoners sentenced to 3 years 
imprisonment were to do the work for the whole of the 
period and those scntenced to one year were to do the 
work for only six months after penal labour for six months. 


(3) Simple Inbour:— Tailoring, shaving and gardening etc. were 

included in the third catégory, Prisoners sentenced to 

- more than three years imprisonment were to do the hard 

labour for 3 of their total term and simple labour for 
the rest of the term.
